Senator Carlisle Speaks on the

WASHINGTON CITY, Sept. SO.—The senate 


passed the houso bill to promote the' ad- 
ministration of justice in the army (with 
a 
verbal 
amendment). 
Resolutions 


authorizing the irrigation committee to 
continue its work and continuing the pay 
of session clerks and clerks to senators 
during tbe recess were passed. The con- 
ference report of the tariff bill was taken 
np and Mr. Carlisle addressed the senate. 
He would not, he said, attempt to discuss 
the economic theory of the bill. It was 
now about to pass entirely from the hands 
of the senate, and beyond its control a 
discussion of the question could not be 
undertaken without neglecting tbe last 
opportunity to stnte (as accurately as 
possible) what the main provisions of the 
measure were and what would be its 
probable effect on taxation. It was not 
his purpose to attempt to state the effect 
of the measure on the public revenue be- 
cause it would be impossible to do so with 
any decree of accuracy. But he could 
state approximately what its effect on 
taxation would he. 


Effect of the Bill on Revenues. 


No member of the finance committee 


had ventured during the tariff debate to 
express an opinion as to what the effect 
•of the bill would be on the revenues of 
the government, except the senator from 
Iowa (Allison), who, in the course of a 
speech on the biibect of tbe expenses of 
the government had reviewed the sub- 
ject to some extent. But that was before 
the conference report was made. 


He averted that the bill as it stood took 


from the free list and made dutiable more 
than it took from the dutiable list and 
made fiee. 
Wnile it would not increase 


the revenues it would increase the taxa- 
tion of the people by increasing the prices 
of articles ot similar domestic production. 
The result (HIK! ihe purpose) of these in- 
creases was to increase the price of do- 
mestic i rnducts to allow new industries 
to be establ sheil and. to enable old indus- 
tries to realize greater profits. He said 
that the tax of 2 cents a pound removed 
from tobacco would benefit no man but 
the manufacturer and the retailer, who 
would divicje it between them. 


rho Sugar Bounty. 


The sugar bounty Carlisle said would 


amount in the aggregate to $7,000,000 or 
$8,000,000 a jear. The producer would 
get iioue of the benefit of this. He could 
not receive a higher price for his product 
for he could not control the price, and in 
the second place, as the manufacturer of 
beet sugar would have to sell bis sugar in 
open market in competition with cane 
and sorghum sugar. He could not afford 
to pay a farmer I cent more for his beets 
tbau their value as compared with other 
substances from which sugar is made. 
The consumer on the other band would 
not get his sugar any cheaper for the 
bounty. The bounty paid sngar would 
sell in the market at the same price ax 
other sugar. Tne bounty system did not 
apply equally to all parts of the country, 
he said, because a large area on tbe coun- 
try could not produce cane, sorghum or 
beets. Such a sectional measure was a 
violation, he saiii, of the terms of every 
social compact in a free country. It re- 
quired no constitutional prohioition to 
invalidate it. Blair called attention to 
the fact that a bounty was offered by the 
state of New Hampshire on crows. Car- 
lisle said that thio might benefit the 
whole people of a state but tbe sugar 
bounty benefited only particular localities. 
At the conclusion of Carlisle's remarks, 


Allison addressed the senate in defense of 
the conference report. 
Gray followed 


Allison and spoke in opposition to the 
report. The vote on the tariff conference 
leport will not be taken probably before 
Wednesday.

BIG IMPORT OF CUBAN TOBACCO. 


Steamers Arrive at Key West Laden to 


Their Utmost Capacity. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Sept. 80.—A Key 


West special to The Times-Union says: 
Cuban tobacco is being rushed into the 
United States through this port in large 
quantities, and there has been unusual 
activity in imports during the past few 
days. The government's storage capacity 
of the bonded warehouse will scarcely he 
capable of holding the large quantity that 
is expected to arrive here before the new 
tariff bill goes into effect,. Three thousand 
one hundred and eighty-eight bales of 
wrappers have been imported since the 
13th mat., and last Wednesday night the 
steamer Mascotte was laden to her ut- 
most capacity with tobacco consigned to 
manufacturers here and in Tampa. 


To Cure the Tobacco Here. 


This imported stock being this year's 


crop, is all more or less green, hence a 
part of the large ware house has been 
partitioned off and set apart for storage. 
The object is to cure the tobacco here in- 
stead of in the Havana ware houses 
where it has heretofore been cured aad 
stored after purchase and imported us oc- 
casion demanded. Nearly all the manu- 
facturers have beau to Havana and re- 
turned after making purchases. There is 
now in the bonded ware hou^e the largest 
quantity of tobacco ever stored here at 
any one time. Much is being bought on 
speculation

Missouri Ci>al Miners ift Trouble. 


RICHMOND, Mo, Sept. 30.—The strike of 


the coal miners near Camden, which has 
been in operation about five weeks, is as- 
suming a serious aspect. The striking 
men object to the system of supply stores 
of the comptmy, winch they claim are run 
on the "pi uck me" plan. They also wish 
the semi-monthly payment of wages re- 
stored. Saturday about thirty new men 
were brought to the mines, but the strik- 
ers refused to allow them to go to work. 
It is feared violence will ensue if the com- 
pany insist on putting new men to work. 
About 400 miners are idle. 


Trying to Justify His Deed. 


LONDON, Sept. 30.—The Swiss federal 


council has received a letter from the 
refugee Castioni, in Kngland, confessing 
that he killed Councillor Rossi during tfae 
Ticino revolt, and attempting to justify 
his action. The council will probably ask 
for Castioni's extradition, on the ground 
that the crime was an ordinary murder 
and not a political offense. 


Fire In a New York Town. 


ILION, N. Y., Sept. 30.—A fire started in 


the Hotel Daniels, in this place, at 3 
o'clock in the morning. 
Ten business 


blocks were burned to the ground and 
half a dozen others more or less dam- 
aged by fire and water before the flames 
were gotten under control. Tha loss is 
145,000, mostly covered by insurance. 


Milan Never Would Be Missed. 


VIENNA, Sept. 80 —It in reported that 


King Alexander and ex-King Milan were 
fired at by a would -be assassin in Bel- 
grade Sunday. The official version of the 
affair, to the effect that a cartridge ex- 
ploded under their carriage, was intended 
to minimize the importance of the at- 
tempt on the kings' lives.

They weiv armed with 
bayonets and rifles.

flict, the rjud liem^ lined with vehicles. 
The piesrtire ol the officers prevented a 
fight. The liberals, instead of storming 
the church, conducted services in the 
farm house of 
Mr Samuel Hopkins. 


Mayor Bean, of this city, has gone to 
Dayton, Ohio, to see the hnads of (!>•) 
church in the interest of the liberals, and 
meanwhile it Is claimed that next Sunday 
will certainly be signalised by hostilities.

CHICAGO, Sept. 80.—John Brenock, ex- 


west park commissioner and an old and 
well-known citizen, assaulted Edward E. 
Swiney Monday afternoon with a base 
ball bat, inflicting injuries which will 
probably prove fatal. The circumstances 
of the affair are sensational. 


The two men are neighbors, both living 


in handsome residences on Mnculister 
place, a little street three blocks long, 
running west of Center avenue. 
Mr. 


Brenock issui>"rintenilent of the Render- 
ing company nt. the stock yards and a 
man ot large wealth. One daughter of 
Mr. Brenock is matrieil to the brother of 
Bishop Buike of Cheyenn*. The other 
daughter murrie I against her parents' 
wishes. This is Mrs Rngor, who lives at 
19 Macallster place 
Sue was wedded to 


Peter Bagor about ten years ago, but 
has not lived with him for some time. 
She is yontig and hjimlsome 
Swiuey is 


nearly 50 jears old, but be is of that 
hardy blonde type which often retains 
the appearance of youth and a large 
share of manly beiuity to boot, when men 
of other typos have grown gray and de- 
crepit. Mr. Swiney was, and is, a decid- 
edly handsome m;m despite his years. 
Neighborhood gossip bus connected the 
name> of Mr. S'viney and John Brenock's 
daughter, Mrs. Kagor, for some months 
past. Brenock finally heard of it, and the 
story goes that Momfiiv afternoon he in- 
tercepted » note liom Swiuey to Mrs. 
Ragor. 
Hib race knew no bounds. He 


prepared 
immediately 
to aveuge the 


honor of bis d,ui;<I.U'i- and the Brenock 
family. 


How the Attftault Took Place. 


About S o'clock Monday afternoon Mr. 


Swiney was standing in the doorway of 
the Vernon Lively company's ham, 219 
Center avenue, waiting lor his horse to 
be brought out. This is directly around 
the corner from M.icalister place. Swiuey 
was sttmding with liii hands behind him 
carelessly pursuing a tram of thought, all 
unmindful of the dniiger behind him 
Just then old John Brenock came sneak- 
ing through tiie stable fiorn the alley. 
He is a powerfully built man and more 
than a match for Swiney. But ft was 
not his purpose to eug'iuc in a hand to 
hand encounter. 


Brenock had his right hand benentl. his 


coat, clutching a heavy base ball unt of 
the largest bize. He crept up behind 
Swiney and, swinging the bat, dealt his 
unsuspecting victim a terrible blow upon 
the back of the he.id. Swiney fell for- 
ward upon hi? haurjx and knw-i. Brenock 
yelling "I'll kill you." He kept on be- 
laboring the ptvwtnitB Swiney with the 
club, swing it over his head and bringing 
it down 
with 
fearful power. Swinej 


stumbled and crawled out into the street, 
blinded by the blows, offering no resist 
ance. Brenock followed him step by step, 
using the deadly weapon upon the de- 
fenseless Swiney 
Eyn-witnesses describe 


the scene as horrible and sickening. No 
one dared intPifero. 
Ereuock chased hi-, 


victim across the street and back again 
and might soon have killed him outright 


Hvntunders Uinarin llrenock. 


A cornice maker on the story above 


shied a plank at Breuouk. The end of the 
plank nearly grazed his head. It would 
have killed him had the aim been true, 
It diverted his attention, ho'.vevur, and 
bystanders rushed i" and wrested the 
club from him. Swiney was carried home 
in a cab and Bvenock walked away. Dr. 
A. J. Baxter, who vnm called to attend 
tbe injured man, describes his injuries as 
of the most serious kind. The skull is 
badly fractured and the body and limbs 
are covered with the most terrible brnises. 
His recovery is extremely doubtful. Those 
who witnessed the assault are indignant 
and have no hesitation In 'expressing the 
conviction that Brenock Intended to kill 
Swiney without giving him the smallest 
chance to defend himself. Brenock hae 
not been arrested. 


WHITE-CAPS IN ALABAMA. 


A Widow Recoiv«» a Loud of Bncluhot 


in Her Mile. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala, Sept. 80 -News has 


been received hero of a horrible White- 
Cap outrage which occurred in Calhoun 
county. 
A band of masked men went to 


the house of Mrs. Jane Cody, n widow, 
and dragged her from bed with the inten- 
tion of flogging her. They started to the 
woods with her, but '•he broke away and 
started to run 
She had gone only ashort 


distance when a volley was fired, and a 
load of buckshot took effect in her side, 
inflicting a fatal wound. The White 
Caps fled when the woman fell, and she 
lay there until morning before she was 
found. She was unable to describe her 
murderous assailantt>. So far as known 
Mrs. Cody's only offense was that the 
gossips ot the neighborhood reported that 
men visited her house at night. A secret 
band of regulators had been organized to 
rid tbe neighborhood of worthless and 
immoral characters.
